The  Parnell  com-'borer  hill  authorizing'  r.n  appropriation 
of  v-i? , 000, 000  for  corn-borer  control  wa.s  signed,  by  the  President  on 
"Say  24  after  hein^  passed  hy  the  House  and  Senate  ".vithout  amendirient . 

w'hen  the  anpropriat iori  is  made,  this  act  provides  for  a 
thorou;;5h  cleaji-up  durin;;  the  fall  of  1928  and  the  season  of  1929  he- 
.^inning  v/ith  the  thinly    infested  border  area  and  e::tending  as  far 
back  into  the  more  heavily  infested  area  as  the  funds  will  permit. 

Tiae  raoney  ujider  the  terms  of  the  act  vinll  be  spent  in  the 
following  ratio:  For  farm  clean-up  including  reimbursement  to  farmers, 
not  to  exceed  90  per  cent;  for  new  machinery,  if  reruired  "by  reason 
of  an  emergency,"  not  to  exceed  1  per  cent;   for  overhead,  not  to  ex- 
ceed 9  per  cent. 

The  purpose  of  the  act  is  to  retard  as  much  as  possible 
the  spread  of  the  corn  borer  and  coixtemplates  comiper sating  the  farmer 
within  such  area  or  ar-^as  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  necessary  to  retard  the  spread. 

The  rO:gulatory  zone  will  probably  inclurl.e  all  of  the  nev/ 
areo.  foi.md  to  be  iiifcotcd  in  the  survey  which  will  be  conducted  in 
the  fall  of  1923,  and  so  far  as  funds  peruit  the  1927  corn-borer  ad- 
vance and  the  older  infested  area  in  Ohio,  Indiara,  and  ivIi-Ciiigan.

A  large  percenta^s'S  of  the  fanners  complied  '.vith  the  regula- 
tions voluntaril.y ,  althou.yh  iio  compensation  r/as  given  them  for  cleanin.^ 
up  this  year.     Those  farmers  vtho  either  could  not  or  v/ouid  not  clean  up 
have  Deen  served  vi^ith  notices  that  the  land  vvlll  oe  cleaned  up  and  costs 
charged  to  them.     State  officials  ccoperatin:'j  v/ith  tne  united  States 
Department  of  Ag-ri cultu.re  are  nov;  finishing  tip  these  fields. 

The  voluntary-  clean-up  in  the  Ohio  re  gulatory  area,  Lucas 
lU    OHIO         County,  was  almost  universal.    Ivlost  of  the  fields  now  heing 
cleaned  up  oy  State  and  Federal  forces  are  either  aoandoned 
fai-ms  or  are  tracts  on  which  the  farmer  was  ima,ble  to  comply 
with  regulations. 

The  clean-up  in  th^  five  counties  in  llichigan  v/here  regula- 
IN  MICHIGAN    ticns  are  heing  enforced  is  progressing  sstisfactorily. 

A.  C.  Carton,  of  the  State  department  of  agriculture,  esti- 
mates that  frc.ii  9C  to  95  per  cent  of  the  corn-borer  area 
of  the  State  will  be  cleaned  up  while  the  remaining  area 
is  being  taken  care  of  by  State  and  Federal  forcec. 

Tliere  will  be  no  comipromise  on  a  clean  clean-up  in  the 
IIT    '¥.Wi  YOFvK  four  counties  composing  the  New  York  regulatory  area. 

Voluntary  clean-up  is  taking  care  of  most  of  the  corn 
acreage  satisfactorily  and  the  remainin','  fields  are  no»v 
receiving  the  attention  of  State  and  Federal  authorities. 

The  three  counties  under  clean-up  regilations  in  Pennsyl- 
113"  vania.  have  about  completed  their  voluntary  clesji-up  with  a 

PMv^SYLYAiTlA  large  percentage  of  tne  fari/is  passing  inspection.     The  com- 
pulsory work  is  under  way  and  will  be  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted, early  in  June.

The  Ontario  Corn  Orowers  Association  meeting'  in  Cliat^/i.a;;i,  Ontario, 
placed  the  association  on  record  as  favorin:^^  the  enforced  control  of  the 
borer  and  a  strict  observance  of  the  clean-up  methods  proscrihed  "by  the 
Corn  Borer  Act  of  Canada. 

The  growers  reported  chat^  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Canadian 
corn  holt,  farmers  are  in  favor  of  growing  corn  more  extensively,  while 
those  froui  northern  parts  reported  that  the  infestation  last  year  had 
"been  worse. 


VARIETY  ALID  FailRTILIZER  DH.IOl-fSTRATIClIS  IJI\^DSR  V/AY 

An  extensive  progra;n  to  show  that  farmers  can  continue  to  grow 
corn  profitably  in  spite  of  the  European  corn  horer  and  greater 
production  costs  due  to  clean-up  work,  is  being  launched  this 
spring  in  Michigan  by  tlie  farm  crops  department  of  Mchigan 
State  College.    "lore  than  40  corn  variety  demonstrations  will 
conducted  in  cooperation  with  county  agents  and  leading  farmers. 

In  Indiana  the  planting  of  the  corn  variety  and  fertilizer 
demonstrations  have  just  been  completed.    There  are  47  demon- 
iND.j  strations  now  in  progress,  with  from  3  to  5  of  them  in  each  of 

the  counties  infested  v/ith  corn  borers.     The  State  extension  serv- 
— ^    ice  is  furnishin;;;  1  varieties  for  each  demonstration  and  the 
Indians.  Farm  ?urcau  is  furnishing  a  carload  of  fertilizer,     T"ne  number 
of  plots  in  each  demonstration  varies  fro,.i  6  to  15, 

"We  are  getting  splendid  cooperation  and  lots  of  interest  in 
this  work,"  v^Tites  L,  E.  Hoffman,  assistant  county  agent  leader,  Indiana 
Extension  Service. 

It  is  estimated  tb.at  an  increased  yield  of  3  bushels  of  corn 
to  tl;e  acre  will  more  than  compensate  farmers  for  their  extra  labor  in 
combating  the  pest,    Tlie  plan  is  to  meet  increased  production  costs  due 
to  the  corn  borer  with  high-yielding  corn  I'^arieties. 

Sy  conducting  the  demonstrations  over  a  three-year  period  it  is 
believed  that  reliable  information  vdll  be  obtained  which  will  enable 
farmers  to  select  the  variety  best  adapted  to  their  conditions.
